The approval given is for ex 
periment.a! urban mobile radio 
telephone system with the trans¬ 
mitter in the Mutual Telephone 
Building, 433 South Olive Street. 

Tlie experimental highway mo¬ 
bile radio-telephone system is still 
with the FCC in the form of an 
application with approval pending. 

When approval is forthcoming 
the transmitters nnd receivers 
will bo located on Mt. Wilson and 
Mt. Woodson, near San Diego. 
From these two locations it is 
expected that it will be possible 
to cover the entire 125 miles 
between the two cities. 


State Forester DeWitt Nelson 
today announced that every man- 
caused fire occurring on forest 
and watershed lands protected by 
the Division of Forestry will be 
investigated for possible criminal 
or civil infraction of law. This 
action is a part of the recently 
adopted law enforcement policy 
of the State Board of Forestry 
whose members. Mr. Nelson 
stated, are conscientiously an^ 
constructively attacking the in¬ 
creasing fire occurrence problem 
in California. Land owners and 
tenants of our forest, grass, and 
watershed lands must realize, he 
said, that it Is their responsibility, 
independent of State effort, to 
control fires burning on their 
lands, and in cases where our 
educational prevention work fails 
with the people, a well executed 
law enforcement program in nec¬ 
essary. 

Each year thousands of dollars 
of public funds are expended to 
suppress fires wilfully or negli¬ 
gently caused by man. As the 
representative of the California 
people in fire problems on lands 
of Statewide interest, the Division 
of Forestry will, as provided by 
law, attempt to collect from the 
responsible individual the public 
funds expended fighting fires 
when the investigations show con¬ 
clusively the fires were started 
either wilfully, neglitrentlv, or in 
violation of law'. The Board of 
Forestry feels, that there will be 
fewer fires in California when 
people realize thev not only can 
be convicted for violating the law, 
and made liable to other land 
owners for damage caused, but 
that they can be charged with 
the expense of fighting the fires. 


One Increase As High 
A* 1755% Upped 

Blight reports concerning rental 
increases and evictions have been 
filed at the City Hall, it was 
learned from City Clerk Eddie 
Robertson, following the sugges¬ 
tion in last weeks NEWS that 
renters report complaints on con¬ 
ditions arising from removal of 
OPA restrictions to assist the 
City Council in its survey request¬ 
ed by Governor Warren in a 
telegram of July 3, read to the 
Council July 8.

LEE SHIPPEY DISCUSSES MUCH 
MALIGNED "HOT ROD" CARS 

Other day son John drove his 
hopped-up ’34 roadster over a 
churned-up course in the desert 
and was officially timed at 118.73 
m.p.h. That was fast enough to 
scare his mother and me but 

John was apologetic about it_ 

to his teammates, Dick Neville 
and Bob Smithson, at least — 
because their “hot rods” were 
timed at 122 and 128 m.p.h„ 
respectively. 

To a horse-and-buggy a n- 
chlldish for lads who were grad¬ 
uated from high school four or 
achronism like me it seems 
five years ago and have put in 
most of the time since then in 
the armed forces to be spending 
time and money in such activities. 
But the boys argue they are 
learning a great deal which well 
be of value, and the Ford Times 
bears them out. Anyway it is 
a fact that something is going 
on in Southern California which 
would astonish most of us if we 
knew more about it. 

Thirty “hot rod” clubs, many 
of them in and near Los Angeles 
but some as far away as San 
Diesro, belong to the' Southern 
California Timing Association. My 
information comes from the Pas¬ 
adena Roadster Club, to which 
John belongs, but I imagine it is 
a fair sample. That club holds 
weekly meetings at which the 
chief of police and officers of 
the State Highway Patrol speak. 
Its rules call for the expulsion 
of any member who fails to obey 
traffic laws. The monthly speed 
trials are held on the dry lakes 
in the Muroc area and no car 
is permitted to compete until it 
has been carefully inspected. The 
association provides electric tim¬ 
ing devices which record every 
hundredth of a second. The 
Highway Patrol keeps watch on 
those trials. 

FOR THE DEFENSE 

Hundreds of yeung men, some 
of whom were outstanding Air 
Forces heroes in the war, are 
members of those organized clubs 
and they bitterly assert they get 
blamed for irresponsible youths, 
not in the clubs, whose reckless 
driving causes accidents. Most of 
the boys have their all invested 
in the “hot rods” and drive them 
cautiously except when making 1 
speed trials. They charge we 
newspapermen do them injustice. 
They say every time a kid in a 
jalopy causes an accident it gets 
into the papers as caused bv a 
“hot rod.” whereas most of them 
are caused by lads who could 
not belong to a club or compete 
in any of the trials. 

Many of the highway author¬ 
ities indorse those assertions and 
approve the dream o? the boys— 
to hove a four-mile ,=t r ip of high¬ 
way allotted to them once a 
month so they can make trials 
on a course which cannot be 
churned up by traffic as the dry 
lakes can. One of their hopes 
was that the Army would let 
them use one of the super run¬ 
ways at Muroc Air Base once 
a month.

London Town — Monuments, 
a barmaid, and an M. P. 

These slight descriptions, im¬ 
pressions, and experiences of the 
British capital are purely person¬ 
al and do not, of course, attempt 
to be either a reminder of the 
familiar or a guide to the in¬ 
experienced. They are merely set 
down for the record as being 
probably rather typical of what 
American tourists like myself 
were seeing and doing on summer 
sojourn In London between the 
two World Wars. My own In¬ 
itial visit there was of only a 
week’s duration. Today, of 
course, London is very much 
changed—whole areas having been 
wiped out by air-raids and 
rocket bombs. By comparison, 
the air-raids of the first World 
War did very little damage, and 
so this record reflects an at¬ 
mosphere of security and con¬ 
fidence in civilization which was 
a commonplace of all urban cen¬ 
ters before mankind allowed its 
own scientific inventions to be¬ 
come a global menace to the 
human race. 

My first morning in London I 
visited St. Paul’s Cathedral. Its 
great dome, visible from much 
of the central area of the city, is 
a magnificent monument not only 
to its great architect. Sir Chris¬ 
topher Wren (1632-1723), but 
also to the pure Italian renais¬ 
sance style of dome, of which St. 
Paul's is, from an external point 
of view, more successful than 
either of its great rivals, the dome 
of St. Peter’s at Rome and that 
of the Pantheon in Paris. But 
internationally St. Paul’s dome 
lacks the richness and soaring 
grandeur of that of St. Peter’s 
and the vast serenity of the 
Pantheon’s (St. Genevieve’s). The 
interior of St. Paul's left me cold, 
for It impressed me as being 
entirely lacking in anything re¬ 
sembling the atmosphere of re¬ 
ligious devotion, past or present: 
and I was reminded of something 
I had read of the uses to which 
it was put before the destruction 
of the older church in the Great 
Fire of 1666, when it had been a 
common, open, thronged thorough 
fare of flirting courtiers, ladies of 
easy virtue, cony-catchers (cheats 
of all sort), and cut-purses — a 
kind of Carnival Pike. 

St. Paul’s for the last two 
centuries or so has been, of 
course, the epitome of respect¬ 
ability in State religion and as a 
national monument. And now it 
is one of the triumphs of chance 
that, in spite of severe damage 
from recent bombing, its great 
dome, its fine facade and its 
walls are still standing intact. 
When I visited it. however, the 
only visible damage was of the 
usual superficial sort of external 
and internal soilure by weather, 
smoke, and pigeons natural to 
London, and because considerable 
rubble had shaken loose inside the 
great pillars which supported the 
chancel, the latter was at the
